How Virus Free Plants are Propagated 


Recent research by the U.S.D.A. paved the way for virus identification. Michigan 
State University began a similar program in 1950. The first problem was to isolate 
by grafting. This involved hundreds of plant samples before completely healthy 
plants were found. These plants were then propagated in strict isolation at the 
university farms. Some of the resulting stock was used for comparison tests be- 
tween diseased and virus free plants for runner and yield production. 

It was soon evident that virus free stock of the several varieties under test pro- 
duced on the average three times as many runner plants, 30 to 50 per cent increase 
in yields, and a higher percentage of vigorous plants at the end of the season. 

The next task was to transform these benefits to the strawberry grower. The 
logical step would be to release such stock to Michigan nurserymen. However, 
several factors had to be reckoned with; the ground on which these outstanding 
plants were to be set should have a past history of root disease freedom and be 
fumigated for nematode control. Cultural practices of weed control and adequate 
moisture through irrigation were to be of the highest degree. The final step was 
1500 feet isolation of this stock from either regular or wild strawberry plants be- 
cause the various virus disorders can be spread to such healthy stock by the 
strawberry leaf aphid. In addition to further prevent any possible virus spread 
the nurserymen were further required to either spray or dust at 10 day intervals 
with the aphid killer insecticide, parathion. 

In order to further check on the spread of virus into these isolated plantings, 
the virus indicator plant, Fragaria vesca, was planted at intervals in the straw- 
berry fields. These plants and the entire planting were checked at intervals by 
State Inspectors for virus and any other disease that might occur. 

The factors of soil fumigation, extensive cultural practices, insecticide program 
and strict isolation are under agreement with the Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture, Division of plant Industry and Michigan State University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

You as the grower planting these virus free plants need not concern yourself 
with isolating them 1500 feet from other strawberry plants, nor should you be con- 
cerned with the nematode problem, unless you know that your soil contains nema- 
todes, because these plants are nematode free. Spraying and weed control are 
good practices and should be carried on diligently in any strawberry planting.
